Extra Session ci Legislature. 

The calling of an extra session to 
consider the County Unit Bi!i is spoken 
i, f in Frankfort as a certainty. Mem- 
bers of the Legislature in a position to 
know are convinced that such will be 
the course of Governor Willson. 

The action of the Senate Thursday 
in so changing the rules as to require 
a two-third vote to suspend the rules, 
and placing the calling up of bills in 
the hands of the ruies committee alone, 
is regarded as precluding the passage 
of the County Unit bill at this session. 

Friends of the measure believe that 
at an extra session, with no other leg- 
isaition to interfere, the bill would be 
passed. 

Governor Willson declines to discuss 
the subject of an extra session, regard- 
ing it premature when the close of the 
session is less than ten days away.

Resolutions 
were adopted asking Lillard to resign 
at once, and authorizing a copy of the 
proceedings be sent to each member of 
the General Assembly in order that 
Boiye county’s stand ^for Democracy 
may be known. H. G. Wingate, who 
made one of the speeches of the day, 
compared Lillard with Judas Iscariot.

— When an exercising lot can be had, 
it should be long and rather narrow, so 
as to prevent the horse from running 
in a circie, which so often results.m a 
slip or a fall, which may prove to be 
very injurious to the animal. In a 
long lot the animal will have a chance 
to extend itself. 

— Clover and alfalfa make the best 
pasture ’for hogs. Every farmer who 
raises hogs should provide them with a 
crood pasture. Rape is one of the ex- 
cellent crops for this, purpose, as it 
furnishes an abundance of succellent 
feed, but it is of a carbonaceous nature 
and should be fed with nitrogenous 
concentrate. Red clover and alfalfa 
are the better crops to use. 

— A good cheap blacking for harness 
which is to be applied with a sponge 
and pclish with a brush, is prepared as 
follows : Melt 4 ounces of mutton suet 
with 12 ounces of beeswax, then add 
12 ounces of sugar candy, 4 ounces of 
soft ?soap dissolved in a little water 
and 2 ounces of finely powdered indigo. 
This, when weil mixed, is thinped out 
with half a pint of turpentine. Fre- 
quent applications of this mixture will 
render the harness waterproof and 
greatly increase its durability.

The McCord Tobacco Bill. 

The McChord Tobacco Bill, which 
brings the tobacco business under the 
poilce authority of the State, and pass- 
ed the Lower House the other day, is 
one of the bills which is backed by the 
Society of Equity. 

Briefly stated, the bill as passed 
provides that any person or corporation 
engaged in the business purchasing or 
manufacturing tobacco in this State 
shall pay a license tav equal to ten 
cents on each one thousand pounds of 
tobacco grown in this State, the 
amount of said license to be determin- 
ed by the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture, anti the sum so derived to be 
turned into the State Treasury to be 
expended for the purpose of fostering 
the tobacco industry of this State It 
further provided that the courts snail 
have jurisdiction of violations of this 
law constituting forfeiture of license, 
and any person or corporation engaged 
in purchasing or manufacturing tobacco 
in thisState without the license requir- 
ed shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
punishabie by a fine of not less than 
$100 nor more than $1,000 for each day 
such a business is carried on without a 
license.
